A series of tests hav e recen tly ta­ 
ken place with a metal which, it has 
been d iscov ered , possesses qualities of 
great resistan ce again st the pen etra­ 
tion of super-caliber projectiles, en d , 
says the Lon d on Stan d ard , its first 
practical use has been offered to the 
British ad miralty. 
If the result of 
the experimen ts that hav e been mad e 
prov e satisfactory, an d the ad miralty

DRILLING OATS BEST. 


(By L. H. Bolley .) 
j 
[National Crop Improv ement Serv ice.] , 
It will cost about eight to ten cent* 
per acre for treating oata w’ith formal­ 
dehy de for smut. 
By a large num ber 
of tests it has been found that on a 
conserv ativ e basis there is & loss from* 
sev en to ten per cent, due alone to 
smut; or in other words, the farm er 
loses 
annually 
from 
three 
to fiv e* 
bushels of oats per acre to sm ut which, 
could hav e been elim inated for not to 
ex ceed ten cents per acre by treating 
the seed with formaldehy de. 
Ono 
pound of formaldehy de (4 0 per cent.h 
mix ed with 4 0 gallons of w ater w ill 
treat 4 0 bushels of oats. 
T he oat® 
should bo spread out about four or flv ei 
inches deep; a sprinkler is a 
v ery ; 
conv enient method of apply ing the so­ 
lution. 
While the solution is being 
added it is well that 
the 
oats 
b® 
stirred (a rake can be used for thla 
purpose), in order that th© solution 
may become equally distributed. T ho 
oata should then be Bhov eled into a 
pile and cov ered with blanket» by ­ 
gunny sacks, som ething to prev ent tho 
formaldehy de from ev aporating too 
readily . 
This treatm ent may be dono 
Ip the ev ening, and the oats left cov er­ 
ed during the night. 
The foUowing 
morning they m ight be uncov ered and 
spread out. By stirring them occasion­ 
ally it will be found that they w ill 
soon dry out and may be sown tho 
sam e day . 
Simplest and Best. 
If more oats are treated than are 
needed for seed, they may be fed aft­ 
er they have been exp osed to the air 
for 24 to 48 hours, during which tim e 
the formaldehyde
